Chicago." 


"Serior Cruchaga," corrected the 


punctilious Jimmy 
Dunn,

Department aide. 


The Argentine Foreign Minister 


he referred to as "Mr. Savannah." 


"You

Senor Saavedra 


Lamas," suggested Mr. Dunn. 


"Well, the Argentine," Mr. Hull 


concurred. 


With this particular Argentine, 


the Secretary of State formed a 
fast friendship, even a partnership.
